oprvide all-weather, year-round in- 
surance against soil 
erosion ac- 


cording to T. K. Morris, senior 
district technician. 


Among the practices being put 


on the land are contour, or level, 
cultivation, strip crops, terraces, 
and rotations which include cover 
and green manure crops to hold 
and improve land during the rains 
of winter and oarly spring and in- 
sure continued crop yields. 


In discussing the treatment of 


cultivated land in the camp work 
area, Mr. Morris explained that 
soil erosion could 
be 
controlled 


only by the appropriate combina- 
tion of various practical conserva- 
tion measures. Each practice, he 
explained, makes its own contribu- 
tion to soil erosion control and 
moisture conservation, and in ad- 
dition supplements the ther meas- 
ures. 


Retard Run-Off Rainfall. 


'Contour rows 
In 
conjunction 


with other practices 
retard 
the 


run-off rainfall and hold more of 


the water on the land," Morris 
explained. "Water 
which 
flows 


from the cultivated portion of the 
fields runs through the strip crops, 
where soil particles 
are 
filtered 


out and held in the field. The sur- 
plus water then drains from the 
land In an orderly manner In the 
terrace channels." 


He emphasized that It was Im- 


portant to have a safe place on 
which to 
dump 
terrace 
water. 


When terraces empty on unpro- 
tected land, gullying occurs. 


To avoid this danger, farmers 


have been sodding the individual 
terrace outlets to Bermuda grass. 
Wherever possible, 
the 
terraces 


are emptied on protected wood- 
lands or improved pastures and 
meadows. Many farmers have es- 
tablished small pastures or mead- 
ows in natural drains on which 
to dispose of terrace water. Others 
have dug and sodded outlet chan- 
nels,

PLES MARRIED DURING 


TAXABLE YEAR. 


The credit for dependents as 


well as the personal exemption Is 
required to be prorated where a 
change of status occurs during the 
taxable year, and 
these 
credits 


arc allowable not only for the pur- 
pose of computing the normal tax 
but also the surtax. A fractional 
part of a month is to be disregard- 
ed unless it amounts to more than 
half a month, in which case it Is 
considered a month. 


For example, a single man and 


a single woman who were married 
on July 20, 1940, and lived togeth- 
er during the 
remainder of the 


year would be entitled to a per- 
sonal exemption of $1,768.67 in a 
joint return for the calendar year 
1040, 
which 
amount 
is 
seven- 


twelfths of $800 for the husband 
while single, plus seven-twelfths 
of S800 for the wife while single, 
plus five-twelfths of $2,000 for the 
period during which 
they 
were 


married. If separate returns are 
filed, each is entitled to a person- 
al exemption of $888.88, which is 
seven-twelfths 
of $800, plus one- 


half of five-twelfths of $2,000. If 
during the year 1940 the husband 
or the wife'had the status of the 
head of a family prior to their mar- 
riage, he or she would be entitled to 
his or her pro rata share of the 
personal exemption of $2,000 al- 
lowed the head of a family for the 
period prior to their marriage In- 
stead of merely that allowed » 
single person. 


However, for the period of their 


marriage any exemption to which 
either might 
be entitled ns the 


head of a family would be merged 
in the Joint personal exemption 
for that period. The joint personal 
exemption allowable in tho case 
of a couple*\vho were married and 
living together during the entire 
year may not exceed $2,000. 


If a child under 18 years of age 


reaches the age of 18 years during 
the taxable year, the credit of $400 
is required to be prorated in the 
same manner as tho personal ex- 
emption. For example, should the 
child's eighteenth birthday fall on 
June 30, the parent would be en- 
titled to claim $200 credit for the 
dependent child—that is, one-half 
of $400. The same rule applies to 
other dependents where a change 
of status occurs during the tax- 
able year,

WHO IS THE HEAD OF A

For income tax purposes

WHAT IS A "FAMILY"? 


"In one household" is a phrase 


which confronts many taxpayers 
when they come to make out their 
income-tax returns. What do the 
regulations mean when they class- 
ify as the head of a family one 
who actually supports and main- 
tains "in one household" a c 
tains "in one household" 
number of dependents? 


Income-tax regulations are not 


straight and narrow iri* interpret- 
ing this phrase. It may mean the 
taxpayer's personal residence, an 
apartment, rooms in a boarding 
house, living quarters in a hotel, 
or. such other place as she or he 
may occupy as a

permanent residence. 


It Is not always necessary that 


a taxpayer and his dependents live 
under one roof the whole year 
round in order that he be al'low- 
cd the exemption given the head, 
of a family.

without necessity, gives the de- 
pendent of another a home, is not, 
under the Income-tax regulations, 
the head of a family. 


Another term that may be ,ln 


some cases, confusing or perplex- 
ing to many taxpayers is "living 
together," in the case of a husband 
and wife. Again the income-tax 
regulations are liberal in interpret- 
ing a phrase which, precisely de- 
fined, might do an injustice to a 
taxpayer. When a common home 
is maintained, and It becomes nec- 
essary for the husband to be away 
on business occasionally and tem- 
porarily, or the wife is absent on 
a visit, the $2,000 exemption still 
applies. The relation is not chang- 
ed, neither is the exemption for- 
feited, If either husband or wife 
Is unavoidably confined in a san- 
atorium. If, however, the husband 
continuously makes his home in 
one place, and the wife her home 
at another, they are not "living 
together" within the meaning of 
the Internal Revenue Code.
